It may have been the influence of Lord 
Bute, his early adviser and a great collector 
himself, which first guided George III. into 
the path of collecting ; but it 1s certain in 
any case that he entered that path im- 
mediately after, if not. actually before, his 
accession to the throne at the age of twenty- 
two. He had inherited a certain number 
of books from his father, Frederick, Prince 
of Wales, and from his grandfather, George 
Il.; and to this beginning he added by 
purchase the library and the art-collection 
of Joseph Smith, British Consul at Venice. 
Upon this foundation he built, having for 
librarians, first, Richard Dalton, and, later, 
Frederick Augustus Barnard, who was 
generally pelieved to be a natural son of 
: 


George IlI.’s own father, Frederick. 
Whatever his parentage, Barnard did his 
work well. The library was installed at 
Buckingham House, now Buckingham 
Palace, aud the days of Patrick Young were 
revived. ‘The Royal Library—pictures of 
the room are still extant—hbecame again @ 
centre of culture and scholarship, the 
ereatest of those who resorted thither being 
Samuel Johnson. Boswell has told us of the 
King’s interview with him there ; and it may 
be added that Johnson bequeathed for the 
King’s acceptance one of his note-books, 
which is still preserved at Windsor. Through- , 
out. his life George II. spent money 
generously on his library, which at the time 
of his death contained some sixty-five thou- 
sand volumes, . a noble collection, well- 


selected, well-kept, and well-bound. Many a 
modern binder’s mouth would water if he 
| could see the vast array of binding tools that 
! still survive of the old King’s binding 
shops. 


Literary treasures. 

George III. died in January, 1820; and in 
1823 his sonGeorge IV. made over the library 
as a gift to the nation, keeping back only a 
few very choice printed books, and_illu- 
minated manuscripts. So the second Royal 
Library joined the first in the 3ritish 
Museum, where it is still kept together as the 
King’s Library. If there be any economists 
who grudge the sums spent by the nation 
in paying the debts of George IV., when he 
was Prince of Wales, they may comfort them- 
selves. The present commercial value of the 
King’s Library—a thing almost impossible 

| to estimate, of so priceless a possession— 
leaves the nation a very handsome gainer 
over the transaction. 

George IV. had a considerable library of 
his own at Carlton House, including some 
very fine presentation copies of Walter 
Scott’s poems; but during his short rejon 
both Buekingham House and Windsor 
Castle were under repair, so that he had 
nowhere to house a great library. before his 
death. His brother, William IV., took over 

| both buildings complete ; and it-is said that 
he was wandering over Windsor Castle 
with John Glover, formerly one of Frederick 
Barnard’s assistants, when he came_ to 
Queen Elizabeth’s Gallery, and remarked, 
“Tam the only Sovereign in Europe with- 
out a library.

Hoare, Sir Rienarp Corr, Ba.t. of 
Stourhead, Wilts. F.R. and A.S. sun of 
Sir Richard H. of Barn Elms, Surrey, by 
Anne, daughter of Henry Hoare, Esq. of 
Stourhead, After finishing his education 
he spent several years in foreign travel, 
and returned home in 1791. Being 
strongly attached to Antiquarian pur- 
suits and prevented by the political 
state of the continent from following 
them abroad, he turned his attention 
towards the antiquities of his own 
country. He first passed two or three 
summers in Wales, with a view to illus- 
trate the very scarce and curious itine- 
rary made through that principality by 
Giraldus de Barri, 11188, when Baldwin, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, made his pro- 
gress through the country to promote the 
cause of the Crusades. The work which 
he produced on this subject contains 60 
views of antiquities, portraits, sepulchral 
effigies, &c. engraved from Sir Richard’s 
drawings by Messrs. Byrne and Basire. 
At the same time he published a small 
impression of the original work in Latin, 
which had become extremely scarce. He 
has since directed his attention to the 
antiquities of Ireland, and lastly to those 
of the county in which he resides. By 
a persevering, expensive, and minute in- 
vestigation of the spacious downs with 
which Wiltshire abounds, undertaken 
with a view to the elucidation of the 
earliest period of British history, he has 
ascertained numerous and undoubted re- 
sidences of the Britons; and by opening 
barrows has been enabled to throw con- 
siderable light on the ancient customs of 
our British ancestors. The whole work 
is richly decorated with views, maps, and 
plans, and at the conclusion Sir R. has 
announced his intention of publishing 
the Ancient History of North Wiltshire, 
on the same scale and plan. Sir R. mar- 
ried in 1783 the Hon. Hester, daughter 
of the late Lord Lyttelton, by whom he

At Montecallier, near Turin (May 26th), in_his 
73d year, Capel Lofft, Esq. of Troston Hall, 
near Bury St. Edmond’s, Suffolk. This gentle- 
man, who was the nephew of the late Edmund 
Capel, Esq. the Commentator on Shakspeare, 
was educated for the bar, and published many 
works on subjects connected with his profes- 
sion, buthe was known alsoto the literary world 
ip general as a man of yery various acquire- 
ments, being well versed in Mathematics, Clas- 
sics, Poetry, Music, and Criticism; and by his 
contributions to the Monthly Magazine, and 
other journals, He was the first patron of the 
late Robert Bloomfield, to whose Farmer’s Boy 
he prefixed a preface. Mr, Lofft was twice mar- 
ried, first to a daughter of Mr. Emlyn of Wind- 
sor (the surviving children of which marriage 
are a son, in the military service of the East 
India Company, and a daughter) ;—secondly, to 
a daughter of the late Mr. Joseph Finch of Cam- 
bridge, by whom he had two daughters (now in 
Italy with their mother), and ason, at Eton. In 
1816 he retired to the Continent, where he re- 
sided until his death. As a poet he was particu- 
larly successful imthe Sonnet, of which he gave 
some elegant specimens in a collection publish- 

_ ed under the title of Laura, in 5 vols.
